Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed by the applicant on 12/02/2010 is acknowledged. The 
rejection under 112 rejection of previous office action mailed on 8/02/2010 is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A solar collector structure having an inverted trough comprising plurality of 
absorber tubes are freely supported by a rotatable support member and wherein 
rotatable support member extends from a first side wall of a channel portion of the 
inverted trough to a second side wall of the channel portion of the inverted 
trough. 

The prior arts of Metzger, Fleischer, Herrick or Steinmann disclose a solar 
collector having an inverted trough and rotatable support member which rotates 
orthogonally with respect to the collector tube so as to allow the thermal expansion or 
contraction due to solar heat but does not disclose rotatable support member extends 
from a first side wall of a channel portion of the inverted trough to a second side 
wall of the channel portion of the inverted trough and this combination of art can 
not be motivated with out impermissible hindsight.

The prior arts of Metzger, Herrick, Fleischer and Steinmann and listed in form 
892 does not disclose the novelty of the art shown in the claimed invention.
